Poll: Prop. 30 support 
declines by 9 percent

With less than a week remaining 
before Election Day, a new poll has re- 
vealed that Proposition 30 is struggling 
to pass, dropping below the 50 percent 
approval mark — a stark contrast in 
voter approval from a month ago. 

The poll, conducted by the Los An- 


geles Times and University of South- . 
' ber ballot, Proposition 38, dropped 6 


ern California Dornsife College of Let- 
ters, Arts and Sciences, shows that 46 
percent of voters approve the measure, 
42 percent oppose it and 12 percent are 
undecided. : 
Approval for the measure has 


dropped by 9 percent since last month, ; 


according to the Los Angeles Times. 
Prop. 30, or Gov. Jerry Brown’s tax 
initiative, would raise California sales 
tax by a quarter of a cent and increase 
income taxes on those -earning more 
than $250,000 annually. The revenue 
raised through the measure would pre- 


vent cuts to both the K-12 system and 
higher education. 4 

Despite the drop in support, Brown 
said during a conference call with stu- 
dent media that Prop. 30 still has good 
chances of passing. 

“T’ve seen at least four other polls 
that see something contrary ... there 
are fluctuations,” Brown said. 

The poll surveyed 1,504 registered 
voters by phone from Oct. 15 to Oct. 
21 and lists the-margin of error at 2.9 
percent. 

Another tax measure on the Novem-

Absentee 
voting provides 
students with 
alternatives

As Election Day approaches, presi- 
dential candidates are asking voters 
not only to get to the polls but also to 
vote early — and some Cal State Long 
Beach students are taking that advice. 

Absentee ballots, which allow vot- 
ers to vote by mail, are more popular 
among older demographics than young 
ones, according to CSULB political 
science professor Charles Noble. . — 

“J don’t think there are drawbacks 
for younger voters with absentee voting 
other than they have-to decide this early, 
and first-time voters usually don’t think 
about these deadlines,” Noble said. 

However, about half of the stu- 
dents who registered during the

Emergency rescue and recovery under way in Sandy disaster 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J — The east- 
ern portion of the nation turned to emer- 
gency “rescue, recovery and resupply 
Tuesday even as meteorologists warned 
that the danger from super storm Sandy 
will continue as the massive system 
works its way through the country. 

Sandy churned about 120 miles east 
of Pittsburgh and was moving toward 
the Great Lakes and Canada, carry- 
ing winds of 45 mph and pelting rain 
or snow across an area stretching from 
Lake Michigan to Maine. 

At least 38 deaths were reported by 
The Associated Press. More than 8 mil- 
lion people remained without electricity. 

Manhattan remained paralyzed 
with hundreds of thousands without 
power and its subway system shut, por- 
tions flooded. About 80 homes. were 
destroyed by fire in the Breezy Point 
neighborhood of Queens. The Jersey 
Shore has suffered “incalculable” loss- 
es, Gov. Chris Christie said, with aerial 

- photos showing widespread flooding, 
sand and water inundating street after 
street of homes. 

Snow and blizzard conditions pum- 
meled West Virginia on Tuesday, 
knocking out power and closing roads. 

“I don’t want anyone to think the 
event is anywhere near over,” National 
Hurricane Center Director Rock Knabb 
said Tuesday afternoon. 

He echoed a warning also delivered 
by President Barack Obama during a 
trip to the Washington headquarters of 
the Red Cross: 

“This storm is not yet over,’ Obarna 
said. 

Obama will visit hard-hit New Jer- 
sey on Wednesday, the White House 
announced, where he will view storm 
damage and talk to residents and first-

responders. He will travel in the Garden 
State with Christie, a GOP surrogate for 
presidential challenger Mitt Romney. 

Both Obama and Christie have ‘in- 
sisted that dealing with the storm and 
its aftermath trumps any politics even 
in a presidential election year. 

Obama stressed a must-do idea of 
dealing with the recovery. 

“Do not figure out why we can’t do 


something. I want you to figure out how 
we do something,” Obama said. “I want 
you to cut through red tape; I want you to 
cut through the bureaucracy. There is no 
excuse for inaction at this point. I want 
every agency moving forward to make 
sure we are getting the resources where 
they are needed as quickly as possible.” 
During the telephone briefing, 
FEMA Administrator Craig Fugate 


stressed that federal officials had moved 
supplies, including food, medicine and 
generators to help hard-hit areas such as 
New. York and New Jersey. Obama also 
granted major-disaster declarations to 
New York and New Jersey without a 
full federal assessment, clearing the 
way for quick grants to individuals hit 
hardest by the storm, Fugate said. 
Rescues have takén place through 


the Northeast. But New Jersey, first 
hit when Sandy made landfall, was the 
scene of dramatic rescues as crews in 
boats pulled people out of two flooded 
towns: Moonachie, near the Hacken- 
sack River, and nearby Little Ferry, N.J. 

More than 800 people were stranded 
in Moonachie after the surge sent water 
over a berm in the town of 2,700 about 
10 miles-northwest of Manhattan. The 
town was under 5 feet of water in just 
45 minutes and some residents clung to 
rooftops, officials said. 

At least one body was recovered in 
the city of Hackensack, upstream from 
the main flood area, officials said. 

Houses in Little Ferry were swamped 
when the storm drove 4 feet of water 
onto the streets. 

“We are in the midst of urban search 
and rescue. Our teams are moving as 
fast as they can,” Christie said during 
a televised news conference. “The dev- 
astation on the Jersey Shore is some of 
the worst we’ve ever seen. The cost of 
the storm is incalculable at this point.” 

Christie then left for a helicopter 
tour of the region. 

The cost of Sandy’s damage could 


exceed»$20 billion-in repairs and per-’ 


haps another $30 billion in lost business 
over the days that much of metropolitan 
New York was an isolated ghost town, 
according to early estimates. 

Lower Manhattan, which includes 
Wall Street, was among the hardest-hit 
areas after 14-foot surges of seawater 
rolled through the empty streets, set- 
ting a record. Wa‘l Street, closed for 
two days, was expected to reopen for 
trading on Wednesday.

Center (MCC) James Sauceda said stu- 
dents have yet to understand what the 
room is:about.

Barrett said that if the room was truly 
a quiet space, she would utilize it much 
more often. 

Students are prohibited from playing 
music, using cell phones or laptops and 
holding group study sessions or meet- 
ings in the Reflection Room. ASI Vice 


President Jonathon Bolin said he walked 
by the room a few weeks ‘ago and saw 
a student playing the guitar and singing 
worship music. 

“There are signs posted all over about it 
being a quiet space, but some students [are] 
still unaware of its purpose,” Bolin said. 

Sauceda said the MCC is in the pro- 
cess of changing the name to “Medita- 
tion Room” in hopes of clarifying its 
purpose. In an attempt to improve the’ 
space, he said he donated an image of the 
Japanese Gardens to hang on the walls. 

“Tt’s peaceful, it’s on our campus, and 
it’s a quiet, sacred place, so I thought it 
just fit,” Sauceda said.

Men’s basketball projected to finish 
first in Big West Conference 
According to 13 members of the 
Big West’s media panel, the Long 
Beach State men’s ‘basketball team 
will repeat-as conference champions 
in 2013. 
The 49ers received 13 of 21 first place 
votes and finished with 194 points,. 30 
»more than second-place Cal State Ful- 


lerton. UC Irvine, ee and UC Santa 
Barbara round out the top five. 
LBSU senior James Ennis was also 


"one of six players named to the pre- 


season all-conference team. The ‘Nin- 
ers will hold their season opener on 
Noy. 10 against North Alabama at the 
Walter Pyramid. . 


Women picked to end up in fifth 

On the women’s side, the 49ers re- 
ceived one first place vote and 116 
points to finish fifth in the Big West 
preseason media poll. 

Cal State Northridge narrowly beat 
out Pacific for the top spot, as the Mata- 


dors received six first place votes and 
edged the Tigers by two points overall. 
Finishing in third and fourth were UC 
Santa Batbara and Cal Poly, respectively. 

Last year, the “Niners were projected 
to finish dead last in the Big West. They 
exceeded expectations, however, and 
advanced to the conference champion- 
ship game. 

LBSU will begin its season on Nov. 


‘9 when it faces Sacramento State at 


home.
